Regularly employed agricul- 
tural labor is considered to be. 
covered if they have worked 
Опе full calendar quarter, which 
is known as a qualifying quart- 
ег This can be the last three 
months in 1950 or any calendar 
quarter following that period. 
Following the qualifying quar- 
ter, a worker must work 60 
days and receive $50.00 or more 
in cash before he is subject 
to coverage. However, if he 
works only 59 days in any 
calendar quarter, he will not 
come within the new provi- 
sions. The Withholding Tax 
does not apply in the case of 
an agricultural laborer. 

The next group to be affected 
in this area are the employees 
of the commercial packing es- 
tablishments, This group was 
brought under Social Security 
and Withholding Tax in the 
new Act by a re-definition of 
the term “Agricultural Labor." 
Previously, agricultural labor 
was exempt up until the time 
the produce was loaded on the 
car, but the re-definition ex- 
cludes the commercial packing 
establishment. However, a 
farmer or a small group of 
farmers by doing their own 

as an incident to or- 

dinary farming operations will 

still be exempt to the extent 

that they are not regularly 

employed farm help as men-

He is hot on their trail, for 
he wants their parasites. Dr. 
Simmonds would be the first 
to inform you that this is no 
idle hobby. The bugs cause 
havoc to crops in many of the 
British possessions, and they 
can be controlled’ effectively 
through parasitism. 

The search has developed in- 
to a statewide one, for the hur- 
ricane took a toll of the bug 
populace. Consequently, the 
call is out, if you have a stink 
bug, Dr. Simmonds will de- 
port him free of charge. 

Parasite eggs on the bugs 
are allowed to pupate and the 
pupa is air-mailed to the,sou- 
thern hemispher. By the time 
it gets there the fly parasite 
is ready to emerge and the 
cycle starts again. 

Dr. Simmonds, presently 
based at the Imperial College 
of Tropical Agriculture in Trini- 
dad, has been in Belle Glade 
several times in recent years 
for the purpose of collecting 
these bugs, or their parasites. 
Last fall he collected quite a 
number of excellent specimens 
which were unusually success- 
ful in the contro! “of these in- 
sect pests in the Fiji Islands.

“The Oil Industry,” said Mr. 
Fisher, “spends $11,000 daily 
in research to improve the uses 
of oil products. LPG is one of 
the widely used petroleum pro- 
ducts—liquefied petroleum gas. 
Another is insecticides; there's 
practically no insecticide that 
doesn't use some petroleum pro- 
dut. — 

"U. S. Farms use four times 
as much power as industry; 
60,000,000 acres have been re- 
leased for production instead 
of for feeding mules and horses; 
there are 4,000,000 tractors in 
use on American farms.
